Columbia university. In his new post, officials said he un- 
doubtedly will be called on to act as peacemaker between 
the air force and navy, which have frequentely clashed 
over the role each would play in aerial warfare.

Genius, even of a special kind, defies analysis. So the 


genius that marked Lincoln's whole life—the unerring in- 
stinct, the Tightness of judgment, the incomparable gift of 
expression—is doubly mystifying against the background in 
which it dex'eloped. How could a stark environment of pov- 
erty, illteracy. rough manners and rougher language have 
produced so great and complex a man'* 


Countless hours of study and hundreds of thousands of 


words have been devoted to the endless ramifications of that 
question. 
And while the definite answer remains elusive, 


the attempts to find it have helped to affirm and strengthen 
our concept of government. 


Lincoln's predecessors in the presidency had been either j 


military heroes or noted statesmen or career politicians. Lin- j 
coin broke the precedent. He was an unknown from the ' 
back woods. His brief, unspectacular service in the House i 
of Representative had been forgotten. 
He had no degree i 


from an Eastern college. To many of his countrymen he 
was simply an uncouth frontiersman. And he was resented, 
personally as well as politically, by the Southern aristocracy 
and many proper New JEnglanders. 


Yet Lincoln demonstrated that the road could lead 


''from log cabin to White House." That route was later 
tramped hard by the thumping cliches of political orators. 
But in I860 there were many who doubted that a man could 
set out upon it and reach the end with no more spectacular 
equipment than intelligence and integrity.
